After  43  long  years  of  work  and  dedication,  he  retired  this  year. 
Yet  despite  his  many  accomplishments,  his  absence  from 
Westwood  High  School  is  mostly  felt  by  the  thousands  of  students 
and  teachers  he  has  taught  and  affected.  He  touched  the  lives  of 
many  people,  as  a  teacher,  as  a  coach,  and  as  a  friend.  He  is 
perhaps  one  of  the  most  well  known  members  of  the  WHS  faculty. 
Anyone  who's  gone  to  Westwood  High  has  probably  wondered 
whether  or  not  this  teacher  -  went  home  at  night.  We  began  to 
suspect  that  he  actually  lived  at  school! 
Every  morning,  his  cheery  voice  greeted  the  school  over  the 
loud  speaker,  and  his  reading  of  announcements  is  a  fond 
memory  for  many  students.  This  teacher  rarely  missed  a  school 
performance,  sporting  event  or  ceremony.  His  dedication  to 
Westwood  High  is  unquestionable,  and  although  he  retired  this 
January,  it  is  our  honor  to  present  Mr.  James  J.  Pender  with  the 
Green  Years  2000  Yearbook.

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Student  Council 
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Legislative  Council 

Thf  Legislative  Council  is  the  law-making 
branch  designed  by  the  Westvvood  High  School 
Constitution.  The  Legislative  Council  orga- 
nizes community  meetings  and  hears  propos- 
als for  changes  or  additions  to  the  WHS  Stu- 
dent Handbook.  This  year's  council  heard 
proposals  on  the  use  of  electronic  devices  in 
school,  the  creation  of  a  senior  lounge,  several 
changes  in  the  attendance  policy  and  the 
changes  to  the  smoking  policy.

The  first  test  was 
Medway/Millis.  and  though  it  was  fairly  close  WW  came  out  on  top.  The  team  believed  the  next  meet  against  archhval  Medfield  would  be  the 
greatest  test.  Westwood  saw  some  key  performances  against  a  Medfield  squad  hampered  by  a  couple  of  injuries  and  took  another  victory  to  stay 
undefeated.  Some  started  to  think  the  idea  of  a  TVL  Championship  wasn't  too  far-fetched.  Many  believed  that  the  following  meet  with  Hopkinton 
would  decide  it  all.  Unfortunately,  a  couple  of  key  runners  were  unable  to  attend,  numbers  were  small,  and  we  suffered  our  first  loss  of  the  season. 
After  vacation  week,  we  were  able  to  get  fairly  easy  wins  at  Dover-Sherborn  and  Ashland,  but  there  were  also  tough  losses  to  Bellingham  and 
Holliston,  a  meet  which  came  down  to  the  last  event.  These  couple  of  weeks  had  also  seen  the  Coaches  Invitational,  and  the  4x200  team  crossing 
the  line  third  at  the  Class  D  Relays,  coming  close  to  a  school  record.  The  team  finished  up  the  dual  meet  season  in  a  tie  for  third  at  4-3,  but  the 
TVL  Championship  Meet  was  coming  up.  Goebeler  sprinted  to  a  school  record  in  the  200,  Coy  made  it  three  straight  in  the  2-Mile,  Kim  pulled  out 
his  best  to  grab  second  in  the  400.  Carson.  Carlsen,  and  Smalls  showed  promise  for  the  future,  and  the  season  ended  in  style.  Not  everyone  was 
finished  yet.  for  the  day  after  the  prom,  a  few  runners  went  to  the  Class  D  State  Meet.  Coy  and  Goebs  flexed  their  muscles,  placing  fifth  In  their 
respective  events,  while  Carson  and  Kim  gave  valiant  efforts  in  theirs.  The  season  had  a  few  disappointments  here  and  there,  but  it  was  an  overall 
success.  At  the  end.  the  Seniors  had  graduated  and  said  goodbye  to  the  TVL,  but  there  are  still  many  new,  young  faces,  which  show  the  future  to 
be  promising.  The  tradition  continues.

Welcome,  Dr.  Ash,  Mr.  Flahive,  school  committee  representatives,  family  iind  friends,  to  the  commencement  exercises  for  the  class  of  2000.  Today 
marks  the  end  of  an  era.  If  life  were  divided  logically  into  separate  intervals  of  time,  the  four  years  of  high  school  through  which  we  have  just 
traveled  would  represent  the  most  important  period  of  our  lives.  Westwood  High  School  has  shaped  us;  it  has  molded  us  into  the  people  we  will 
be  for  the  rest  of  our  lives.  This  said,  graduation  is  so  much  more  than  the  simple  conferral  of  a  diploma.  It  marks  the  culmination  of  four  years  of 
work;  four  years  of  reading;  four  years  of  learning;  four  years  of  competing;  four  years  of  winning  and  losing;  four  years  of  boyfriends  and 
girlfriends;  four  years  of  making  and  breaking  friendships;  four  years  of  preparation.  In  these  four  years  of  physical,  mental,  and  social  maturing, 
we  have  become  young  adults,  ready  to  enter  the  next  stage  of  our  mental,  and  social  maturing,  we  have  become  young  adults,  ready  to  enter  the 
next  stage  of  our  lives.  Now  let  me  introduce  the  people  who  sit  before  you  today.  We  are  scholars;  we  are  athletes;  we  are  artists;  we  are  actors; 
we  are  comedians;  we  are  musicians;  we  are  pranksters.  As  we  enter  the  twenty-first  century,  high  school  is  becoming  much  less  a  solely  academic 
experience;  however,  it  still  remains  inherently  academic,  as  the  main  purpose  of  high  school  is  education.  Whether  you're  a  football  player,  a 
cellist,  a  hacker,  or  a  "Damn  Yankee",  you  still  wake  up  every  morning  to  spend  the  next  six  and  a  half  hours  becoming  more  educated.  Our  four 
years  have  teemed  with  academic  pursuits.  Whether  enduring  hours  of  painstaking  labor  from  TJB's  AP  U.S.  History  Class  and  Mrs.  Kelsch's 
junior  English  class  or  focusing  on  the  aestheticism  of  Ceramics  and  Studio  Art,  everyone  has  completed  more  than  his  share  of  academic  pursuits. 
The  worth  of  these  pursuits  lies  in  the  process.  The  actual  facts  that  we've  learned  matter  far  less  than  the  manner  in  which  we've  learned  them. 
We  are  now  prepared  to  continue  our  learning  for  the  next  four  years  and  for  the  rest  of  our  lives.  Those  hours  spent  getting  kicked  out  of  the 
Media  Center  and  waking  up  at  4:00  in  the  morning  to  finish  a  last  minute  paper  have  climaxed  with  this  day.  However,  the  countless  theses, 
pap>ers,  and  projects  do  not  capture  the  entire  high  school  experience.  We  are  more  than  scholars.  We  are  also  athletes,  actors,  and  musicians.  The 
last  four  years  have  comprised  a  vast  number  of  athletic  contests,  some  won,  some  lost.  We  have  experienced  Super  Bowl  Championships  in 
football.  South  Sectional  Championships  in  women's  soccer,  long  tournament  runs  in  men's  and  women's  basketball,  and  many  individual  and 
team  victories  in  the  pool  and  on  the  track.  But  the  real  value  in  athletics  lies  in  its  own  contribution  to  education.  The  victories  taught  us  humility 
and  the  losses,  sportsmanship.  Most  of  all,  our  efforts  on  the  playing  field  taught  us  teamwork  and  the  merits  of  cooperation.  Besides  scholars 
and  athletes,  we  are  friends.  The  social  pursuits  we  have  made  over  the  last  four  years  will  dominate  our  memories  forever.  While  the  quadratic 
formula  or  the  Gettysburg  Address  may  somehow  leak  from  our  minds  in  the  distant  future,  the  sight  of  Mr.  WHS  contestants  eating  ice  cream 
from  unusual  places  and  singing,  or  trying  to  sing  "Buttercup"  will  remain  with  us  forever.  The  grass  skirts,  leis,  and  coconut  bras  from  the 
Hawaiian  dance,  the  fireman's  foam,  a  date  at  Beacon's  after  Singled  Out,  proms  and  post  prom  parties:  these  events  will  never  escape  our 
memories.  Our  social  endeavors  have  been  perhaps  the  most  important  facet  of  our  high  school  experience.  We  will  forget  neither  our  friends  nor 
our  enemies,  and  these  interactions  will  help  us  in  all  social  situations  for  the  rest  of  our  lives.  They  had  shaped  our  personalities  and  attitudes. 
They  provide  a  balance  for  the  hours  of  quizzes  and  tests;  they  place  academics  in  context.  These  dances,  parties,  and  fundraisers,  combined  with 
sports  and  classes,  constitute  our  high  school  experience.  So  congratulate  us;  we've  reached  the  end  of  the  beginning.  We've  completed  our 
preparation.  We're  ready  to  enter  the  next  stage  of  our  lives.  Today  we  leave  Westwood  High  with  much  more  than  a  piece  of  paper.  We  leave 
with  the  knowledge,  intellectual  and  physical  maturity,  and  most  of  all,  friends.  When  we  entered  high  school,  our  goal  wasn't  the  receipt  of  a 
diploma  proving  that  we  completed  our  studies;  rather,  our  goal  was  to  mature  physically,  mentally,  and  socially.  Today  we  need  to  make  sure 
we  realize  just  what  this  diploma  includes.  Thank  you  and  welcome  to  the  rest  of  our  lives. 
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Izzat  Jarudi  explained  the  story  of  the  BUnd  Men  and  the  Elephant.  It 
is  an  old  Buddhist  parable  that  is  retold  by  the  nineteenth-century 
American  Poet  John  Godfrey  Saxe. 
Saxe'spoem  distinguishes  between  knowledge  and  certainty.  The  blind 
men  were  inclined  to  learning.  At  first  they  were  very  curious  to  under- 
stand what  remained  a  mystery  to  them.  What  they  lacked  was  skepti- 
cism; when  each  accepted  a  part  of  the  truth  that  snugly  filled  the  gap  in 
his  knowledge;  he  made  a  comfortable  answer,  the  final  answer  to  his 
question.  That  was  all  he  needed  to  feel  that  he  knew  everything  and  so 
that  was  all  the  truth  that  he  wanted. 

The  parable  has  more  than  one  message.  It  can  be  applied  to  philosophy 
and  politics  or  to  the  mysterious  all  night  graduation  party  that  some 
seniors  are  probably  thinking  is  the  enigmatic  Elephant.  The  message 
Izzat  wanted  to  communicate  today  lies  in  the  first  stanza  of  the  poem  that 
he  read .  The  learned  blind  men  went  to  see  the  Elephant  to  quickly  satisfy 
their  minds.  Izzat  wanted  to  echo  the  warning  we  all  have  heard  from  our 
remarkable  teachers  at  Westwood  High  School:  to  never  be  satisfied  with 
our  understanding.  It  is  a  difficult  demand  for  anyone  to  fulfill  but  still 
an  important  everyday  struggle.  The  time  we  will  all  continue  to  give  to 
learning  after  high  school  should  be  part  of  an  eternal  effort  to  eliminate 
the  blindness  that  both  certainty  and  ignorance  cast  on  our  lives.  The 
truly  learned  man  or  woman  shares  Socrates'  wisdom:  One  thing  only  I 
know,  and  this  is  that  I  know  nothing." 
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Special  Presentation  to  the  class  of  2000 
from  the  Class  of  1950 


Presentation  of  Gift  from  WHS  Class  of  1950  to  Class  of  2000 

A  great  nineteenth  century  philosopher  poet,  from  neighboring  Concord,  who  was 
•the  very  exemplar  of  New  England  virtue,  wrote  as  the  final  line  of  a  commemorative 
hymn,  "From  the  age  that  is  past  to  the  age  that  is  coming  before." 

This  choice  phrase  is  most  apropos  the  presence  of  Mrs..  McCue  and  myself  at 
these,  generally,  solemn  ceremonies,  for  it  is  incumbent  upon  us  to  explain  -  briefly  - 
the  particular  significance  of  this  gift  from  the  Class  of  Nineteen  Fifty  to  the  members 
of  the  Class  of  2000  at  Westwood  High  School. 

Let  me  tell  you  something  of  who  we  are  by  telling  you  who  we  were  in  nineteen 
fifty. 

We  were  fifty  in  number,  twenty-five  women  and  twenty-five  men. 

We  were  the  last  generation  of  Westwood  graduates  who  were  raised  in  a  small 
town,  the  last  before  Westwood  and  Islington  became  fully  suburbanized. 

We  were  the  children  of  the  Depression.  When  we  were  little  kids,  many  of  our 
parents  knew  what  it  was  to  have  no  jobs.  Yet,  year  after  year,  our  parents  voted  in 
town  meeting  to  dedicate  a  significant  part  of  their  resources  to  our  education. 

We  were  raised  in  the  traditions  of  the  America  formed  by  the  Civil  War,  which 
had  ended  only  sixty-eight  years  (the  span  of  our  present  lives)  before  we  were  born. 
We  remember  participating,  as  Brownies  and  Cub  Scouts,  in  Memorial  Day  Ceremo- 
nies alongside  the  last  surviving  veteran  of  the  Union  Army. 

Some  of  us  were  from  families  many  generations  in  New  England,  and  some  of  us, 
also,  were  first-generation  children,  whose  parents  had  come  from  Lithuania, 
England,  Sweden,  Italy  and  Nova  Scotia  to  live  in  Westwood  and  Islington. 

We  spent  our  preteen  years  in  a  world  at  war  and  saw  our  fathers  and  our  brothers 
march  off  from  the  Dedham  Courthouse  to  fight  against  the  curses  of  fascism  and 
racism,  and  in  defense  of  our  liberties.  Two  of  us  lost  beloved  older  brothers  in  the 
awful  conflict  known  as  World  War  II. 

Our  high  school  years  were  lived  under  the  shadow  of  the  early  part  of  the  Cold 
War.  One  of  our  classmates  died  in  Korea,  a  victim  of  that  conflict,  and  many  of  us 
served,  after  high  school  or  college,  in  the  armed  forces  of  this  nation.  One  of  our 
female  classmates  made  an  honorable  career  serving  in  the  United  States  Marine 
Corps,  and  another  was  an  "officer  and  a  gentleman,"  serving  with  great  distinction  in 
the  nuclear  submarine  force  of  the  United  States  Navy. 

We  had  fun.  We  fielded  football,  baseball  and  basketball  teams  of  first-rate 
athletes  whose  records,  like  yours,  show  more  wins  that  losses  over  our  four  years, 
including  the  Tri-Valley  baseball  championship.  Our  class  play  was  a  real  Broadway 
comedy.  Arsenic  and  Old  Lace,  fully  staged  with  rented  scenery  to  make  it  thoroughly 
authentic.  Ours  was  the  first  Westwood  High  School  Band  (all  ten  or  twelve  of  us). 
Among  the  cars  we  drove  were  a  wartime  surplus  Jeep,  and  a  1936  eight-cylinder 
Packard  coupe,  and  a  1939  Buick  Roadmaster  sedan.  We  raised  money  for  the  first 
bleachers  down  at  what  is  now  the  Thurston  Middle  School,  but  when  the  time  came 
to  make  a  class  gift,  our  treasury  was  empty,  the  money  probably  having  been  spent 
for  our  class  party  at  old  Mrs.  Fearing's  estate  on  Fox  Hill  Street.
